After he stabbed him, he ignored Aguilera’s 
repeated commands to drop his knife and he began to walk toward Aguilera 
while holding the knife. In fear for his life and the lives of others, Aguilera 
responded with deadly force” 


“We find that Deputy Aguilera acting in lawful self-defense and defense of others 
when he used deadly force against Anthony Carlin. Therefore, we are closing 
our file and will take no further action in this matter.”

Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the February 26, 2011, non-fatal shooting of Anthony Carlin by Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Department Deputy George Aguilera. We find that Deputy Aguilera acted 
lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by members of the LASD Homicide Bureau. The 
District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of the shooting on February 26, 2011, at 
approximately 6:11 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Susan Schwartz and District Attorney Senior Investigator ШШШ: 
and was given a briefing and walk-through of the scene. The voluntary statement of Deputy 
Aguilera was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


In the evening of February 25, 2011 and early morning hours of February 26, 2011, off-duty 
LASD Deputies George Aguilera, Steven Ferreira, and Gary Ortega were celebrating a birthday 
with] апа They all had consumed alcohol throughout the night. 
Aguilera was the designated driver. He had one shot of tequila at approximately 8:40 p.m. He 
had another shot of tequila and half of a beer between 11:00 p.m. and 1:45 a.m. At 
approximately 3:00 a.m on February 26, 2011, they went to the King Taco Restaurant in East 
Los Angeles. After they finished their food, they returned to Aguilera’s truck which was parked

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in the restaurant’s parking lot. Three men, Anthony Carlin, Michael Gomez and Alexander 
Galarza, were walking near them back to Galarza’s car. 


As the two groups neared their vehicles, they began to have a heated conversation. Aguilera told 
his friends to “knock it off? and get in his truck so they could leave. A fight broke out between 

land Gomez. Gomez tried to = ШИШ pushed him onto the hood of 
Galarza’s car. As Gary attempted to hold hi: back, Carlin grabbed Gary. Ferreira held 
Carlin by the neck in attempt to pull him off of Gary. Ferreira told Carlin to calm down. Carlin 
responded, “Alright, alright.” After a few moments, Ferreira released Carlin. Meanwhile, 
Aguilera retrieved Gary’s service weapon from his truck.” 


The two groups of men began to walk away from each other. Without warning, Carlin walked 
back to Ferreira and stabbed him in the abdomen one time. Ferreira told the others that Carlin 
had stabbed him. Aguilera pointed Ortega’s service weapon at Carlin, identified himself as an 
LASD deputy, and told him to drop the knife. Carlin did not comply. He began to walk towards 
Aguilera while still holding the knife in his hand. When Carlin was approximately four feet 
away from him, Aguilera fired one round, striking Carlin in the abdomen. Aguilera told his 
friends to call 9-1-1. 


Deputy Michael Rodriguez responded to the 9-1-1 call. When he arrived, he saw Carlin lying on 
the ground in the parking lot. In his right kard, Carlin was holding a knife that was eight inches 
in length with a three and a half inch blade. Rodriguez grabbed the knife and tossed it to a safe 
area, out of reach of all the parties. During this time, Carlin was yelling, “Fuck you, assholes!” 


1 was sitting with her i EE in his car in the King Taco parking 
lot at the time of the shooting. She saw the two groups of men walking to their vehicles when a 
fight broke out between one member from each group. The others were trying to separate them. 
The group containing the off duty deputies told the smaller group to leave. When the fighting 
ended, Carlin walked over to Ferreira and stabbed him without any warning. After Ferreira was 
stabbed, the others identified themselves as sheriff's deputies. Aguilera pointed a gun at Carlin. 
He ordered Carlin to drop the knife and get on the ground approximately three times. 
heard Carlin yell, “Fuck you, want some too?” Carlin began to move closer to Aguilera while 
still holding the knife. Aguilera shot him one time. 


ШЕШЕН «25 sitting in his car with his 1 when the two groups of 
men walked by his car. He saw Gomez “swinging” at the other men. Ferreira told them that he 
was a deputy sheriff, but Gomez continued to swing at them. One of Gomez’ friend tried to stop 
him. The altercation apy dto end. Gomez and Galarza walked to Galarza’s car, but Carlin 
walked toward — ae away for a moment, but heard Ferreira yell, “I got 
stabbed!” When [EEE looked back, he saw Ferreira holding his badge up. Aguilera 
pointed a handgun at Carlin and stated, “This is the Sheriff's Department! Drop the weapon!” 
Carlin was still holding the knife when he stated, “Fuck you, fuck you!” Carlin walked toward 


2 Deputy Ortega’s service weapon is a Beretta, model 92FS, 9mm Luger caliber, semiautomatic pistol. 
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Aguilera. When Carlin was approximately six feet from Aguilera, Aguilera fired one round at 
Carlin. Aguilera ordered Carlin to “Get down!” several times before he complied. 


Alexander Galarza was drinking with his friends, Anthony Carlin and Michael Gomez, earlier in 
the evening. They decided to stop at King Taco to get something to eat. Galarza stated that his 
friends were drunk and trying to pick a fight with somebody. As they walked to his car in the 
King Taco parking lot, Galarza saw his friends trying to pick a fight with another group of men. 
He heard Aguilera tell his own group, “Let’s ро. let’s go.” Galarza tried to get his own friends to 
leave. As they were about to leave, he по Н: to his friends, “Үоша better 
listen to your friend before you get your asses kicked.” Carlin and Gomez began to fight the 
men in the other group. Galarza tried to pull Gomez back as vas choking Carlin 
on the hood of Galarza’s car. Galarza heard that someone had been stabbed, though he did not 
see it. The deputies began pulling out their badges and Aguilera pulled out a handgun. Aguilera 
yelled, “Get on the floor, get on the floor!” Galarza immediately dropped to his knees. He heard 
Carlin yelling, and then he heard a gunshot. Galarza saw Carlin drop to the ground. Galarza did 
not know if Carlin dropped the knife, and he did not see the shooting. 


The knife was recovered at the scene. Because it was raining and the knife was wet, it was 
unable to be processed for fingerprints. As of this date, the knife has not been tested for DNA. 


Ferreira and Carlin were taken to LACUSC Medica! Center. Ferreira was treated for a stab 
wound to his abdomen. He required multiple surgeries and a portion of his small intestines had 
to be removed as a result of his injuries. Carlin was treated for a gunshot wound that entered his 
lower left abdomen and exited his lower right back. 


Carlin, Gomez and Galarza were each arrested for attempted murder, a violation of California 
Penal Code section 664/187(a). On March 2, 2011, Los Angeles County Deputy District 
Attorney John Colello of the Crimes Against Police Officers Division charged Carlin with a 
violation of Penal Code section 664/187(a) and 245(c) in case BA381546. This case is set for

Gomez and Galarza were not charged with any crimes and released from custody. 
LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed that he was in danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle (2005) 35 
Cal.4th 987, 994; People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153, 161. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM 505. 
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Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal.App.2d 575. 


The evidence examined shows that Anthony Carlin stabbed off-duty Deputy Ferreira who was 
unarmed. After he stabbed him, he ignored Aguilera’s repeated commands to drop his knife and 
he began to walk toward Aguilera while holding the knife. In fear for his life and the lives of 
others, Aguilera responded with deadly force. 


We find that Deputy Aguilera acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others when he used 
deadly force against Anthony Carlin. Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no further 
action in this matter.

NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On February 26, 2011, Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators responded to a deputy- 
involved shooting at King Taco Restaurant at 4504 East 3% Street, East Los Angeles. 
The shooting incident involved off-duty deputies George Aguilera, Steven Ferriera, and 
Gary Ortega. Deputy Ferriera was stabbed in the abdomen by Suspect Anthony Carlin, 
which resulted in Deputy Aguilera shooting and wounding the suspect. 


Investigators learned the following: 


On the evening of February 25, 2011, Deputies George Aguilera, Steven Ferreira, and 
Gary Ortega, gathered at the home of Deputy Ferriera to celebrate the birthdays of 
Deputy Aguilera's ЕЕЕ ШЕН and нін With them at the celebration were various 


members of their family and friends. Among those family and friends were Deputy 
Ce i a > i ЖЕШ ШЕШЕН 


IAB Note: Deputy Aguilera and Deputy Ferriera have been good friends 
for more than twenty years. Deputy Ferriera is the ғ 
Deputy Ortega and his Ш БИЕ «Deputy Ortega 
also refers to Deputy Aguilera as his “НЕЕ” 


During the birthday celebration at Deputy Ferriera’s home, all of the deputies ate dinner 
and drank alcohol. Deputy Aguilera drank very little. 
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After having dinner, Deputy Aguilera, Deputy Ferriera, Deputy Ortega, и 
І-ШІ went to "The Sunset 
Room” night club, located in Hacienda Heights. Deputy Aguilera was the designated 
driver. They stayed for a few hours, and consumed more alcoholic beverages. Deputy 
Aguilera, being the designated driver, indulged in very little drinking of alcoholic 
beverages. The group of men left the club just prior to closing. Deputy Aguilera took 
his һоте first. He then proceeded to take everyone else home. 


IAB Note: According to Deputy Aguilera’s Homicide transcript, page 2 
line 12, he drank one shot of Tequila with dinner at about 8:40 
P.M.. On page 2, lines 19,20 and 22, Deputy Aguilera said he 
had another shot of Tequila and a half of a beer, when he first 
arrived at the night club around 11:00 P.M., and left at 
approximately 1:45 A.M.. Deputy Aguilera also said he had 
two sodas and food as well. 


While on the way to take their oOo O Я in Boyle Heights, they were 
hungry, and decided to stop at King Taco Restaurant in East Los Angeles. The 
deputies and their friend had grown up in East Los Angeles, so they said they felt 
comfortable stopping at the restaurant at that time of morning. Deputy Aguilera parked 
his vehicle, a gray 2011 Chevrolet Silverado, in the southeast parking lot.

The group of men ate inside of the King Taco Restaurant peacefully, without incident. 
When they finished eating, they proceeded to walk to Deputy Aguilera’s truck. As they 
walked through the parking lot to the vehicle, there were three men walking in the 
parking lot ahead of them. One of the men, Suspect Gomez, appeared to be 
intoxicated. Deputy Ferriera and Deputy Ortega were talking to one another. Suspect 
Gomez turned around and said to Deputy Ortega, “Hey, did you say something to me 
homie?” Deputy Ortega replied, “I’m not talking to you, I’m talking to my and I’m 
not your homie.” Suspect Gomez then stopped, turned around toward Deputy Ortega 
and Deputy Ferriera, and began yelling and using profanity saying, “Fuck you guys.” 
and, “What are you guys going to do about it?” Suspect Gomez became so belligerent 
that his friend (Suspect Galarza) attempted to pull him away. 


The suspect swung and it | A short physical altercation ensued between 
a: Suspect Gomez. Deputy Ortega attempted to break up the fight by 
pushing the suspect and pulling кт suspect also swung at Deputy Ortega. 
During the altercation, Deputy Ferreira saw Suspect Carlin jump on his nephew's back 
and choke him as he was fighting with one of the other suspects. Deputy Ferreira put 
the suspect іп а choke hold (forearm around his neck) and pulled the suspect off his 
He held the suspect in the position and told him, “Relax, we 

don't need to be fighting. We need to get out of here. All right? Let’s just chill out. 
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This is ridiculous.” Suspect Carlin replied, “All right, all right just let me до.” Deputy 
Ferreira released the suspect from the choke hold. At that time, everyone appeared to 
have calmed down, and the fighting had ceased. 


The deputies and their friends were gathering themselves and getting ready to go to 
Deputy Aguilera’s vehicle in order to leave. Deputy Ferriera saw Suspect Carlin from 
his peripheral vision, but believed the altercation was over. Suspect Carlin stepped 
toward him, and stabbed him in the stomach. As Suspect Carlin stabbed Deputy 
Ferriera, he said, “Fuck you mother fuckers!” Deputy Ferreira immediately told Deputy 
Aguilera, who was standing next to him, “This guy just stabbed me man.” 


Deputy Aguilera saw Deputy Ferriera holding his mid-section and staggering. He then 
saw him point to Suspect Carlin. Deputy Aguilera looked at Suspect Carlin and saw 
him holding a knife. Deputy Aguilera raised the handgun that he had just retrieved from 
his vehicle after seeing the physical altercation erupt moments earlier. 


IAB Note: Deputy Aguilera retrieved Deputy Ortega’s duty weapon, a 
9mm Beretta 92F semiautomatic pistol, from his Chevrolet, 
Silverado. Neither he nor Deputy Ferriera were armed with 
guns on that evening. They both stated they were off duty and 
chose not to carry their weapons. 


Deputy Aguilera identified himself as a Deputy Sheriff and told suspect Carlin to “drop 
the knife.” He also ordered the suspect to get on the ground. 


IAB Note: Deputy Aguilera did not show his badge when he verbally 
identified himself as a Deputy Sheriff. He said at the time, he 
had both of his hands positioned on the weapon as he 
pointed it at Suspect Carlin, and did not feel that it was safe to 
take his badge out at that time. Deputy Aguilera keeps his 
badge in his right rear pants pocket. 


The suspect did not comply. Instead, he raised the knife halfway up, as he held it to his 
side. He then took a step toward Deputy Aguilera. Fearing for his safety, and the 
safety of his friends, Deputy Aguilera fired one round from Deputy Ortega’s 9mm 
Beretta from a distance of approximately 10-12 feet. The suspect was struck in the 
abdomen and fell to the ground. Deputy Aguilera also ordered the two other suspects 
to get on the ground. They complied. Suspect Carlin attempted to get up, but complied 
after Deputy Aguilera ordered him a second time to get on the ground. 


Deputy Aguilera took three steps back, and ИТ В call 911. Deputy 
Aguilera also called 911.

and Deputy Aguilera’s 911 calls. 


Deputy Ferreira sustained a single stab wound to the lower abdomen. He was 
transported to Los Angeles County/U.S.C. Medical Center where he was listed in 


serious but stable condition. 


Suspect Carlin sustained a “through and through” gunshot wound to the lower left 
abdomen. He was transported to Los Angeles County/U.S.C. Medical Center where he 


was listed in critical condition. 


The suspect's weapon, а 4-inch folding knife with а 3 1/2 inch blade, was recovered at 


the scene. 


One expended 9mm shell casing and one expended projectile were recovered at the 


scene.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGES FILED 


On February 26, 2011, Suspect Carlin was charged with 664/187(a) PC, Attempted 
Murder, and 245 PC, Assault with a Deadly Weapon. The other suspects were not 
charged. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


On the morning of the shooting incident, the weather was cold and it was raining lightly. 
Both parking lots were well lit from several sources, specifically the east parking lot has 
four large light poles, two on the north and two on the south. There was additional light 
coming from the Maravilla, East Los Angeles, Gold line platform, which is north of the 
parking lot.

Witness George Aguilera was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Sergeant Richard 
Garcia and Detective Ronald Duval at East Los Angeles Station on February 26, 2011. 
The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy Aguilera said on February 25, 2011 at approximately 8:00 P.M., he went to 
Deputy Ferriera’s home to celebrate the birthdays of е ш

called “The Sunset Room.” Deputy Aguilera said they stayed at the bar until about 
0145 hours, at which time they returned to his home in La Verne, and dropped off his 


He said because he was the designated driver, he only had a couple of 
alcoholic beverages with his meals earlier in the evening. 


Deputy Aguilera said as he and his friends were en route O ome in 
the East Los Angeles area, they decided to stop at “King Taco” to get some food. He 
said they went inside the dining room, and ate their food with no problems. 

After eating, they walked to the east parking lot in order to leave and take 
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Г OG Deputy Aguilera said because it was raining, he quickly walked ahead 
of his friends to a trash bin located in the east parking lot in order to throw his soda cup 
away. As he walked toward the trash bin, he noticed three men walking in the same 
direction as his friends. He momentarily lost sight of his friends as he discarded his 
trash in the bin. As he turned and walked toward his vehicle, he heard yelling. As he 
opened the driver's side door, he saw Deputy Ferriera, Deputy Ortega, and 

BB encase in a verbal altercation with the three males. He told his friends to, “get 
in the truck, lets go home.” 


Deputy Aguilera said he walked to the front of his vehicle and saw someone get pushed 
onto the hood of the suspect's vehicle, which was parked just south of his vehicle. 


IAB Note: Deputy Aguilera does not remember who was pushed onto 
the hood of the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Aguilera returned to his vehicle and retrieved Deputy Ortega’s duty weapon 
from his glove compartment. Armed with the handgun, Deputy Aguilera saw that the 
physical altercation had broken up. At that time, Deputy Ferriera told him that he had 
just been stabbed by Suspect Carlin. Deputy Aguilera saw Suspect Carlin holding a 
knife in his right hand. He said he pointed the handgun at Suspect Carlin and identified 
himself as a deputy sheriff. He ordered Suspect Carlin to drop the knife and get on the 
ground three times. The suspect did not comply. Instead, he raised his hand, holding 
the knife up near his waist and took a step toward Deputy Aguilera. He said the 
suspect was about 10 to 12 feet away from him. 


IAB Note: In his Homicide interview, Deputy Aguilera said the suspect 
was about 4 to 5 feet away from him. See page 9, line 14 of 
Deputy Aguilera’s Homicide transcript. 


Deputy Aguilera said believing the suspect was going to lunge at him with the knife, and 
fearing for his safety, the safety of Deputy Ferriera, who had fallen to the ground, and 
the safety of his other friends, he fired one shot from the Beretta, striking Suspect 
Carlin. Deputy Aguilera said Suspect Carlin dropped to the ground. He said he ordered 
the other suspects to get on the ground. At first, one of the suspects would not comply. 
He had to order him to get down on the ground at least three times. When the suspect 
saw that the other suspect had gotten on the ground, he finally complied and went 
down to the ground. He attempted to get up a second time but Deputy Aguilera 
ordered him again to “stay on the ground.” 


Deputy Aguilera told his friends to call 911, as he held all three suspects on the ground 


at gunpoint. He said he also called 911. When East L.A. units arrived, Deputy Aguilera 
told them that he was an off duty-deputy, and he identified the suspects.

They left 
that establishment at approximately 0145 hours and dropped off Deputy Aguilera’s ШЕШ 
at their house in La Verne. 


Deputy Ferriera said they drove back toward the Boyle Heights area in order to take his 
кыно: They stopped off at King Taco to grab a bite to eat. After 
they finished eating, they were walking back to their vehicle, which was in the east 
parking lot. He said a group of three males were walking slightly in front of them. He 
said he was talking with Deputy Ortega when Suspect Gomez said, “What did you say 
homie?” Deputy Ortega replied, “I’m talking to my Mii and l'm not your Homie.“ Не 
said Suspect Gomez appeared to become upset and said, “Ok Homie.” He said one of 
the other suspects, Suspect Galarza, stepped in front of Suspect Gomez and tried to 
calm him down. Deputy Ferriera said тен БЕНЕН walked up to Suspect 
Gomez at which time Suspect Gomez attempted to strike him. A fight ensued, at which 


А U Suspect Gomez ended up on the hood of the suspect vehicle. 
He said Deputy Ortega grabbed hold ОИ: с tried to pull him away. 


Deputy Ferreira said he was yelling at his and the other іш to "knock it off, 


get back in the truck.” Deputy Ferriera said Suspect Carlin got on back 
and started choking him, while he was engaged with Suspect Gomez. Deputy Ferreira 
said at that point, he stepped in, and pulled Suspect Carlin off of Ic 
He said he held Suspect Carlin by the neck with his forearm, and told him to “knock it 
off, relax, this is done and over with.” He then pushed the suspect out of the way. 


Deputy Ferreira said he thought the suspect had listened to what he said and was going 
о cease his actions. Deputy Ferreira said he could see the suspect out of the corner of 
his eye, but he was focusing in on П and telling them to “stop,” and that the 
ight was over and done. Deputy Ferreira said as they were walking away from the 
suspects, he saw Suspect Carlin turn around and start walking back toward him, out of 
he corner of his eye. Deputy Ferreira said he never turned his attention toward the 
suspect completely. He said the suspect came within four feet of him. 

Ferreira said the last two steps the suspect took toward him were really quick. He said 
he felt the suspect stab him right in his stomach. Deputy Ferreira said he pushed the 
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suspect back, off of him, and said, “What аге you doing?” He pulled out his badge and 
identified himself as an off-duty deputy and told the suspect to drop the knife. 


Deputy Ferriera said the suspect replied, “I don’t give a fuck who you are, let's go.” He 
said he turned to his buddy, George Aguilera, and said, “Hey, this guy just stabbed me 
dude, he has a knife.” Не said Deputy Aguilera looked surprised because he hadn't 
seen the suspect actually stab him. He said Deputy Aguilera then focused on the 
suspect and saw that he was holding the knife. Deputy Ferriera said, “That guy has a 
knife.” He said Deputy Aguilera drew his gun out, identified himself, and told the 
suspect to drop the knife. He said the suspect took a step toward Deputy Aguilera, and 
Deputy Aguilera fired one round, dropping the suspect down on the ground. Deputy 
Ferriera said the other suspects then laid down, and “they” called 911. 


ORTEGA, Gary 


Witness Gary Ortega was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Sergeant Richard 
Garcia and Detective Ronald Duval at East Los Angeles Station on February 26, 2011. 
IAB Investigator Sergeant Teri Roberts was present during the interview. The interview 
was audio recorded. 


Deputy Ortega said on the night of the incident, he was spending the evening at his 

house, Deputy Ferriera. He said they went to a bar in Hacienda Heights for a 
short time. He said while taking their friend oc in East Los Angeles, 
they stopped at “King Taco” for some food. He said after they finished eating, they 
walked to the parking lot to Deputy Aguilera’s truck. He said he was talking to his ШЕШ 
Deputy Ferreira, when Suspect Gomez asked him, “What did you say.” Deputy Ortega 
told the suspect that he was talking to his J The suspect responded, “All right 
Homie.” Deputy Ortega said he replied, “I’m not your homie.” 


Deputy Ortega said he continued walking toward Deputy Aguilera’s vehicle. He said 
Suspect Gomez, who was also walking in the same direction, started making comments 
ike, “Okay Homie,” All right Homie,” and, “That’s right Homie.” He said as he neared 
Deputy Aguilera's vehicle, Suspect Gomez and Suspect Carlin started walking toward 
him and his group of friends. Не said he stopped and faced the approaching suspects. 
He said Suspect Gomez walked up to по - pushed him. He 
said ris a Suspect Gomez started to wrestle so he tried to separate them. 


Deputy Ortega pushed Suspect Gomez away from Һіз| 20: he 
looked to his right and saw Suspect Carlin punch Deputy Ferreira in the abdomen. He 
saw Deputy Ferreira grab his abdomen. Deputy Ferriera told him that he had just been 
stabbed. Deputy Ortega looked at Suspect Carlin and saw him holding a knife. He said 
he took a step back, pulled out his Sheriff's badge, and said “Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department.” Не said Deputy Aguilera was armed with a handgun апа he 
stated, “Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department! Drop the knife!” 
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Deputy Ortega said Suspect Carlin ignored their commands and held the knife up. Не 
then stepped toward Deputy Aguilera, who fired one shot at the suspect. He said 
Suspect Carlin dropped to the ground, and he called 911. He said Deputy Aguilera 
detained the suspects at gunpoint until responding patrol units arrived and arrested 
them. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES

IAB Investigator, Sergeant Teri Roberts was present during the interview. The interview 
was audio recorded. 


Witness г s2ic on February 26, 2011, he was walking with his friends and 
relatives, Deputy Gary Ortega, Deputy Steve Ferriera, Deputy George Aguilera, and 
ШЕННЕН their vehicle after eating at King Taco. Ав they walked through the 
parking lot, a male in another group started yelling at his friends. He said he believed 
the male was a gang member. 


Witness said as he neared their vehicle, the suspects “rushed me” and one of 
the males “put his hands on me, so | had to defend myself.” A fight started but was 
quickly broken up. He said as the groups separated, he heard his [ll Deputy 
Ferriera say, that he had been stabbed. 


Witness [EEE said he checked Deputy Ferriera and observed that he was bleeding 
from a stab wound. He said he applied pressure to the wound to control the bleeding 
and assisted the victim onto the ground. He said as he assisted Deputy Ferriera, he 
observed Deputy Aguilera point a handgun at the suspect who was armed with a knife. 
He said Deputy Aguilera ordered the suspect to drop the knife. He said the suspect 
stepped toward Deputy Aguilera, at which time Deputy Aguilera fired one round at the 
suspect. He said the suspect and his friends all laid on the ground, and were later 
arrested. 


Witness (ГІ interviewed by Homicide Investigators Sergeant Richard 
Garcia and Detective Ronald Duval at East Los Angeles Station on February 26, 2011. 
IAB Investigator Sergeant Teri Roberts was present during the interview. The interview 
was audio recorded. 


Witness I saia on February 26, 2011, he was walking with his friends Deputy 
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Gary Ortega, Deputy Steve Ferriera, Deputy George Aguilera, апаа иш 
their vehicle after eating at King Taco. As they walked through the parking lot, a group 
of guys approached them and said something он 

інін: not hear what was said. Не noticed the guys were “scuffling” with | 
Hand Gary Ortega stepped in to break it up. He said Deputy Ferriera also 
stepped in to break it up. 


Witness Г гегге Deputy Ferriera say he had been stabbed. Не told Deputy 
Ferriera to lie down and yelled out for someone to call 911. He said Deputy Aguilera 
went to his truck and retrieved his weapon. He said Deputy Aguilera pointed the gun at 
the guy with the knife and told him to drop the weapon. He said the suspect failed to 
comply, and Deputy Aguilera shot one time. He said the suspect went to the ground, 
and was arrested.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


CARLIN, Anthony Cruz 


Suspect Carlin refused to be interviewed by Homicide Investigators without his attorney 
present. 


GALARZA, Alexander 
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Suspect Alexander Galarza was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Sergeant 
Richard Garcia and Detective Ronald Duval at East Los Angeles Station on February 
26, 2011. The interview was audio recorded. 


Suspect Galarza said he and his friends, Suspects Carlin and Gomez, had been “bar 
hopping” in the city of Alhambra. Galarza said he wasn't really drinking, and was their 
designated driver. He said while en route to Suspect Gomez's house after leaving the 
bar, they went to the store and bought some beer. They later went to King Taco to get 
something to eat. He said his friends were drunk and “trash talking,” trying to pick a 
fight with anybody. He said after eating, they were walking to their car to go home. He 
said he was walking slightly in front of his friends. He said there was a group of guys 
walking near them, in the same direction. 


Suspect Galarza said his friends were trying to start a fight with the other group of guys 
by asking them, “What аге you looking at.” Не said the other group of guys were trying 
to get into their truck, and he heard Deputy Aguilera tell his group, “Let's go, let's go.” 
He said he tried to get his own friends to leave by telling them, “Let's jam, let's jam.” 


Suspect Galarza said his friends were about to get in their car and leave when ЕШ 
иш: them, “You better listen to your friend before your asses get kicked.” Не 

said that upset his friends, and both groups approached each other. He said both 
groups were wrestling with each other and he tried to pull Suspect Gomez back. He 
said ШЕШЕ... choking Suspect Carlin on the hood of his (Suspect Galarza’s) 
car. 


Suspect Galarza said he heard someone say, “I've been stabbed.” He said he did not 
see the stabbing. He said the deputies started pulling out their badges and Deputy 
Aguilera pulled out a handgun. Suspect Galarza said he immediately dropped to his 
knees and told Deputy Aguilera that he didn’t have any weapons. He said he heard 
Deputy Aguilera yell, “Get on the floor, get on the floor!” He said he heard Suspect 
Carlin yelling, then he heard a gunshot. Suspect Carlin dropped to the ground and said 
he was shot. He said he didn’t know if Suspect Carlin had dropped the knife, nor did he 
see the shooting. He said the police arrived and they were arrested. 


GOMEZ, Michael 


Suspect Michael Gomez was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Sergeant Richard 
Garcia and Detective Ronald Duval at East Los Angeles Station on February 26, 2011. 
The interview was audio recorded. 


Suspect Gomez said he and his friends, Suspect Carlin and Suspect Galarza, had been 
drinking at a bar in Alhambra. He said they stopped at the store, bought some beer, 
and went to his house to drink it. 

They got hungry, and drove to “King Taco” around 2:30 A.M. Suspect Gomez said after 
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they finished eating, they started walking to Suspect Galarza’s car to go home. He said 
they were walking near a group of five to six males. He said that some unknown 
person made an unknown comment and both groups started exchanging words. He 
said he didn't know who had started the exchange of words. He said since he didn’t 
want to fight, he told the other group to “relax” and “chill.” He said he was the person 
trying to keep the peace between the groups. 


Suspect Gomez said he was about to enter Suspect Galarza’s car when an unidentified 
member of the other group approached him and ripped his shirt. He said they 
restrained each other, and at no time were any punches thrown. He said he saw 
Deputy Ferreira fall to the ground. He said he didn’t see the stabbing nor hear anyone 
say anything about being stabbed. He said he saw Deputy Aguilera shoot his friend, 
Suspect Carlin. He said Deputy Aguilera never warned Suspect Carlin, nor did he 
identify himself as a police officer until after the shooting. He said he never saw 
Suspect Carlin with a knife, nor did he ever see a knife. 
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
